David H. Sawyer, Chief Judge Pro Tem, acting under MCR 7.203(F)(1), orders:

The original complaint for mandamus is DISMISSED for lack of jurisdiction. This Court
has jurisdiction over an action for mandamus brought against a state officer. MCR 3.305(A)(1).
Otherwise, actions for mandamus must generally be brought in the circuit court. MCR 3.305(A)(2). In
this case, none of the defendants are state officers. Further, as to the defendants who are judges, an
action for superintending control has replaced an action for mandamus when directed to a lower court.
MCR 3.302(C). Accordingly, this Court lacks jurisdiction over the original complaint for mandamus.
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
